000 persons.

"Yes, Indeed." was the reply. "They 
have been purchased right and left, 
and every time when we were con- 
sulted we advised against it, but 
the people will not listen.

Williams pointed out that pos- 
sibly some Ohio stockholders will 
take action against the Dollings 
Companies of Pennsylvania or In- 
diana. 
Should these actions In- 


volve more than $3,000, as would' 
be likely, the cases would <be with- 
in the jurisdiction of federal courts. 
The attorney declared that he be- 


lieved the Dollings Company and its 
subsidiaries to be solvent so far aa 
ability to pay creditors is concern- 
ed."However," Williams added, "if 
forced to liquidate it is tbe opinion 
the stockholders would suffer a 
loss." 


It was understood1 here that sim- 
ilar action against the Dollings 
Companies and subsidiaries Is con- 
templated at Indianapolis and Phil- 
adelphia. 
Williams said he had 


beard that such procedure was con- 
templated. 


The thirteen stockholders who 


demanded receivers for the com- 
panies will ask that separate re- 
ceivers be appointed. William an- 
ticipated. He said' the assets of all 
the companies involved are approx- 
imately $75,000,000. So far aa he 
knew today no further application 
for receiverships would be made. 
Hewing Tomorrow 


Hearings In the receivership ap- 
plications will be called before the 
common 
pleas court tomorrow 
morning. 


Officials of the Dollings Com- 
panies from Indiana and Pennsylva- 
nia were in conference with the 
Ohio officials todsy,'but no state- 
ment was forthcoming. It was un- 
derstood they were preparing with 
attorneys a line of procedure to be 
followed when the cases are pre- 
sented to the court tomorrow. 


Applicants for the receivership 
are expected to contend that the 
Dollings parent companies furnish- 
ed its subsidnaries necessary capital 
upon which to operate and' In this 
way controlled the administration 
of tbe companies. Some of the sub- 
sidiaries, It was claimed, nave 
passed dividends.

IN THE NAME OF EESPECT 


Sometime ago we listened in on a conversation be- 


tween the representative of the American Shipping j 
Board and one who was contemplating a trip abroad. I 
The would-be voyager asked "Have you had any falling i 
off in trade since the prohibition orders applied to your 
ships!" The reply was, "No, we are more than sold 
out. We have no difficulty at all." The next question 
was, "Are there any objections?" and the reply was, 
"Oh, no, you know it is not any drier on the boats than 
it is on the land." The insinuation was very clearly, 
that one could have what liquor he desired. 


Now comes the Supreme Court and declares that, 


there is no provision in the Volstead Act which would 
make it applicable to domestic merchant ships when 
outside the waters of the United States. This in itself 
would permit these boats to have liquor outside of the 
three-mile limit. However, the Shipping Board .eon- 
^fcmues to operate the ships'' dry.'' Liquors must not be 
served by the officials of the boat. The officers and 
trew must not indulge. Yet it'appears to gain the reve- 
nue from the thirsty passengers. The passengers are 
permitted to carry their own liquor on board and serve 
it in their staterooms or anywhere else. 


In reality this amounts to our boats being "wet" 


and we have considerable sympathy with the language 
»f the New York Times which in a recent editorial 
jaid in regard to this condition: 


v>"And observe on what tenuous and hypo- 


critical grounds. Notoriously and immemorially, 
the commander of a ship is all-powerful on it, 
monarch of all he surveys. But, according to the 
Shipping Board, Mr. Furuseth and Mr. LaFol- 
lette have stripped him almost naked of his pow- 
ers. We don't know whether he can still order 
a drunken passenger to his room, but it seems 
that he has no authority to still the music of the 
cocktail shaker or be the master of the dining sa- 
loon or the ingenious American combination of 
bar-and-stateroom. The landsman who opens his 
flask in a public restaurant may be nabbed and 
marched away to the police station. But the 
hibulous passenger can drink confusion to pro- 
hibition at a government table on a government 
ship. This sort of thing ought to be stopped. The 
government should respect itself and the spirit
